WoEDS IN -€K, -eaaa, -ev 

By Carl D. Buck 

Words in -eis, -eaaa, -ev, like x«pi««) crovdeis, nurieis, are formed 
with the suffix -fevr-, corresponding to Sanskrit (and Avestan) -vant-, 
which is added to noun-stems, forming adjectives meaning 'possessed 
of, abounding in,' etc., e.g. putra-vant- 'having a son' (putra- 'son'), 
kega-vant- 'hairy' (kega- 'hair'), urr),a-vant- 'woolly' {urrjA- 'wool'), 
tejas-vant- 'shining' {tejas- 'brightness'), garad-vant- 'full of years, 
aged' (garad- 'year').'' 

The feminine was originally *-faria answering to Skt. -vatl, 
formed from the weak grade of the suffix (IE. -wr}t~ beside strong 
-went-). But, under the influence of the forms in -Fevr-, this was 
replaced by *-FtTia, whence -Ftaaa. or -Ferra. The F is preserved 
only in a few dialect forms, Corcyr. (TTOvbF€{<x)aa, Pamph. TLnaFe{(r)(Ta, 
Boeot. x°-p'''Ff^Ta. The genuine Attic form with tt occurs only in 
the prose substantives like /ieXtrovTro. The adjectives, which belong 
distinctly to poetical usage, have <ra even in Attic writers. 

The suffix was originally added to noun-stems of all kinds,* 
vowel or consonant, as in Sanskrit. But derivatives of o- and

a-stems must always have been by far the most numerous.^ In 
Greek, with the exception of a few in -Ut,s or -««s, we have only -6et,s 
and -Tjeis (-aetj), which are based upon o- and a-stems respectively, 
but are also freely used to form adjectives from other noun-stems. 
The formation from other adjectives and the loss of pregnant force 
is already seen in Homer in a few instances, but becomes common 
only in late authors. 

The Greek adjectives of this type are almost exclusively poetical. 
They are numerous in Homer (79), and are formed with the 
greatest freedom by late imitators of the epic, notably Nicander, 
who has 110 of which 58 are not found elsewhere. They occur in 
Hesiod, and in Pindar, Bacchylides, and other lyric poets. In the 
Attic tragedians they are confined to the Ijnric portions, except that 
several in -ovcrcra (with Attic contraction, but still with Ionic (ra-), 
and once {jxavrjecrffa (Eur. Tro. 440; note that 4>(i)vrias is one of the 
two adjectives used in Attic prose), occur also in the dialogue.^ 
With other traces of poetic diction in early Ionic prose belongs the 
use of doXoeis by Heraclitus, and wLvoeis, o-Tjo-ajuoeij, OTrijeis, TOKrjeca-a 
by Hippocrates (similarly irivoeis, neya\6et.s, dXKijeis by his imitator 
Aretaeus). Herodotus has none such, for fiikLToeaaa 8. 41 is the 
Attic substantive jueXtTourra done into Ionic. The only adjectives 
of this type which are freely used by Attic prose-writers are x^pteis 
and <l>o}vi]iis (Plato, Aristot., Xen., Plut., etc.). Boeot. xo^P'^F^Tra 
and Pamph. Tt,iJ,aF€{(T)(Ta are in prose inscriptions; and Ti.ixov<nepos 
'more valuable' (as if from *Tiix6eis, *ti.ixovs beside Ti,ixr]eis) in a 
prose inscription of Olbia (Ditt., Syll.^ 495. 61) is noteworthy. 

On the other hand, the forms which came to be used substantively 
as technical names, mostly in -oOs or -ovcrffa, -ovrra (see below), are 
good prose words. Likewise, of course, the proper names, of which 
the place-names form a very large class. 

Further details will be discussed under the special heads, -rjas, 
-Uis, -oeis, -co€ts.

1. Adjectives. — Of the 130-odd that are listed, 28 occur in 
Homer, or altogether in the classical period 47. The rest are late 
and mostly rare, e.g. 20 in Nicander only, 10 in Nonnus only, others 
in Manetho, Q. Smyrnaeus, Anth. P., Ap. Rh., etc. 

Of the forms of a good period about two-thirds (29 of the 47, in 
Homer 17 of the 28) are derivatives of actual a-stems, as avdrjeis, 
TiiMTieis, iiXijets, etc. For 7ri6i7€ts a ttiSi? beside wlda^ (whence ttiSo- 
K6€t,s) is probably to be assumed. Others are analogical formations: 
from o-stems, as KOTqus, an(j>t,yvri€is, TOK-qei-s; from ff-stems, as Te\r]€i,s, 
dvri€is;^ and from other adjectives, as already in Homer fj,e<Tr]ei,s 
(fiicTos), 4>ot,vrieiS i<j)0Lv6s), vipiireTrieis {v^iirirrjs), and presumably dXt- 
HvprjiLs {*aklnvpo$, or a\i,ixvpi]s which occurs later); likewise apyaas 
(apyos) Pind., Aesch., IXXdets ('iXoos) Alcaeus. The creation of such 
variants to other adjectives is especially characteristic of the late 
poets, e.g. anvSprieis (anvdpos) , aihr}pi]eis {(ndr)peos), xpvffrjeis (xpi'ceoj), 
bfifip-qeis {on^pios), 6X/3ij€ij {oKfiios), d)Kriei.s (w/cus), v\prie(,s (v^tjXos), 
fwxOrjeis {noxOripbs) , oKuxdrjus (dXiffdrjpos) . In fact the great maj ority 
of the late and rare forms which swell the list are of this kind. 

2. Substantives. — Aside from the common substantive use of 
<l>()}vrjev 'vowel,' the only substantive, exclusive of proper names, 
is aXXas 'sausage,' frequent in Attic comedy (cf. Meineke's Index, 
and Aristoph. Eq. 161). It is from dXXaeis (Hdn. 2. 636. 26), derived

The usual view, however, is that they are actually formed from <r-stems, e.g. 
T«X4«« from *T(\&T-f(VT- (cf. Skt. tejas-vant-). So Leskien, Curt. Stud. 2. 94, 99; 
Schulze, Quaest. Ep. 404; Brugmann, IF. 9. 156; Brugmann-Thumb 52, 78. But 
Brugmann's thesis that lengthened e when followed by a front vowel became by 
dissimilation i; instead of usual et in Attic-Ionic is far from conclusively established. 
Both this analysis of TcX^etj and Wackernagel's still different view of Koriids (Altind. 
Gram. 1. 46; extended to reX^eis by Ehrlich, KZ. 38. 70) have in common the assump- 
tion that the i; in these words is not the specific Attic-Ionic 17 from d, as in aiiiias, 
etc. But there is no evidence of this, as riKiias, etc., are not quotable outside of 
Attic-Ionic. There is nothing to controvert what seems to me the simpler and more 
probable explanation, namely, that the -17C1S in T«Xii«s is an analogical extension of 
the common -hat, -aeis. Then evfias is to Bvotis as etnj-T6\os (cf. Dor. dva-^bprn) to 
evoSbnos, this again as vXij-ronos (Dot. iXa-rSiio^) to iXo-rdnos. And for Korrieis from 
KOTOS compare conversely (tkicxis from <rKia. 
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from dXXcl- (cf . Hesych. aWriv ■ Xaxcvov 'IroKoi) related to Lat. alium, 
'garlic' The article, with its name, was an importation from the 
Doric colonies of Italy. '^ Cf. rvpovs 'cheese-cake' from rvpous, and 
the like. 

3. Personal names. — Infrequent. In Homer a/jxtnyvrjeis is a 
standing epithet of Hephaestus, for whom it may be used alone. 
^coKTi&rcra Nic. Al. 483 is only a substitute for ^cokikj?, in line with 
the author's predilection for the forms in -eij. 'Aarpaets Nonn. 14. 
310, applied to an Indian, is a similar variant of 'AcrTpalos. Tifiea-cra 
as a woman's name occurs in an inscription of Amorgos (see p. 371). 
For Tr]\e(j>ae(X(Ta, etc., which are of quite different origin, see above, 
page 266. 

4. Place-names. — In contrast to the very numerous place-names 
in -oets, -oecrffa, there are only a few in -rieis, -rjeacra. Homer has 
Ki;7rapicr(n7€ts and 'SeWrjeis. 'TXrieffffa, a frequent epithet of islands, 
is said to have been an old name of Paros (St. Byz.), and M€Xi<r<r77€tj 
is an appropriate name for a spot on Mt. Helicon (Nic. Ther. 11). 
Others are Evprieis river in Mysia, Tpaeis river near Sybaris, Herpas 
deme in Ceos and harbor on African coast (Ptol. Uerpas), MoXoKas 
district in Crete, notaeo-o-a in Messene and Ceos {-riecraa), Qipfieffaa, 
one of the Liparaean islands. 

5. Formal variations. — The Ionic forms are nearly always uncon- 
tracted. Exceptions are nju^j, nurjvTa, rex^'^o'o'ai, once each in 
Homer, and late apyrjvTa, apyfjvres (0pp., Orph.). The gram- 
marians give (l)6oyyTJs, 8a(t>vfjs, (rdevris, Texvrj^, aiyXris, Xox^^s, ^aKprjs 
(cf. Hdn. 1. 65. 24, Lobeck, El. 1. 342), but these are very likely 
fictitious, based on the rare rt^u^s, etc., the more common Doric 
contracted forms, and the fact that such contraction was normal in 
prose words. Contraction is also seen in ToXurjcrraTe^ Soph. Philoct. 
984, and in certain place-names. For Hoiri&rcra (as in Strabo) in 
Ceos the local inscriptions have Iloi,rj<x<xa (IG. 12. 5. 1076. 53) or 
Uoiaffffa {IG. 12. 5. 554. B 2. 63) which is only the Atticized forms

74. 9, xo-i-Tteaaa Sim. Am. 7. 57, ^pufiies Hdn. 2. 921. 1 (mentioned 
with ^x«'s), and HerpievTOi Inschr. v. Magnesia 116. 37.^ 

Reduction to e' is attested by ^p, Hoicrcrrji IG. 12. 5. 1076. 46 
(beside ip. noii^(r(n;t 1. 53). Hence one need not hesitate to 
derive \f/i,'r]s, xf/Uvra, \f/U<r<ra' evdaipwp Hesych. from *^i.i]eL% (cf. ^td" 
xapd, yihoiaapa, iraiyvta Hesych., a late form of irpla 'sport'), 
Qippiffffa name of an island from *Qeppr)e<T<xa, and lipiaaa woman's 
name IG. 12. 7. 36. 5 from Tiprieaaa. 

The Doric and Aeolic forms in -a€ij occur in some twenty-five 
words, in Pindar, Bacchylides, Simonides, Alcaeus, Sappho, Theoc- 
ritus, Bion, and in the Attic tragedians, where nearly all the occur- 
rences of these adjectives are in the lyric portions and consequently 
in Doric form. Exceptions are aXprjevra Aesch. Supp. 844 (lyric; 
the only occurrence of the word, and perhaps an error of the tradi- 
tion), and <j>uvi}€(T(Ta.v Eur. Tro. 440 (dialogue; see above, p. 368). 
In Aesch. Cho. 385 the MSS irevKrievr' is corrected to TrvKaeyr', sup- 
ported by irvKaes- iffxvpbv Theognost. An. Ox. 2. 23. 

Contraction is relatively more frequent than in the case of the 
Ionic forms, being either shown in the spelling or required by the 
meter in about one-quarter of the occurrences. It is usual, as to 
be expected, in the prose dXXSj 'sausage' (see above, p. 369). Cf. 
also ip MokoKavTL IG. 9. 1. 693. 5.

The sole inherited representative of this, the normal type of 
derivatives from i-stems, is xapt«s from xo-Pi--F^vT- (cf. Boeot. 
XaplFeTTa), in form like Skt. hari-vant-. After its analogy is formed 
Pindar's hyias for usual vyii^s. Xapleis occurs as a place-name, and 
Xopi€(7(ra as a woman's name {IG. 3. 1518).

1. Adjectives. — Of the 180-odd that are hsted, 46 occur in 
Homer, or altogether in the classical period 72. The majority are 
late and mostly rare. The relation to the noun-stem is as follows 
for the Homeric forms. Twenty are derived from attested o-stems, 
as hoKbeis, poSoetj, (ttovous, etc. A few are formed by analogical 
substitution from (x-, a.-, or jz-stems, as Bvbas, Kpv6ei.s, (rwoetj, rnoeis. 
More are formed by the addition of -oeu to i-, v-, and various conso- 
nant stems. Thus fiTjn-oeis, o/cpt-oets, ixOv-oeis, 6<f>pv-6eis, SaKpv-oeis, 
dcrrep-oets, rjep-oeis, vi.4>-6eis, 4)OiviK-ov<r<ra, KKuifxaK-btis, atjuar-ottj (as 
later fforpv-beis, KKifxaii-beis, Kvnar-beis, neKir-bets, acririS-beis, x""'" 
oety, and numerous others). From reixos, <f>VKOs, repixa the metrically 
suitable retxt^eix, (t>vKi.6eis, repixibeis were obtained by adopting -loeis 
after the analogy of the derivatives of t- and to-stems (actual deriva- 
tion from reiyiov, <f)VKiov, rep/jLis is much less likely). 

^aiSijuoety and b^vbeis are formed from the adjectives <^ai8ijuo$ 
and b^vs, and adjectives in -vos and -Xos are to be assumed as the 
basis for apyivbeis (as for aXyivbtis Hes.+), aiyakbtis (cf. vtoaiyakos 
Pind.), TaLTvoKbas (cf. iroKvKa'nraXos Hom.)/ and anixOakbeis. Cf.

The creation of such forms as poetic variants of simple adjectives 
in common use was thus begun in Homer, but was carried to the 
extreme by the late poets. Thus, for example, aypibeis = aypios, 
a<f)pibeis = a4>pbs, d/i/SXuoets = dju)3X6j, SoXtxoeis = SoXixos, 7Xuk6€ij = 
y\vKvs {or — y\vKepbs, cf. following), Trviybeis^irviyrjpbs, j3Xaj86€ty =

is far-fetched, and the underlying presumption that only derivation from a noun is 
possible ignores the fact that the derivation from other adjectives has already begun 
in Homer, in the case of both -^fij and -6«is. Rather irafiraXos parallel to Sai&aKos, 
and secondary iraiiraXoeis like the late SaiSaXoets. Fick, KZ. 44. 148, and Bechtel, 
Lexil. Horn. 265, connect with the root seen in iroXos, iraKiv, SnrXds, etc., in the sense 
of 'turn' or 'fold,' whence TroXviraiiraKos =iroKi}TpoTros, and iranraXom =Tro\h'jrTVXOs as 
applied to a mountain or a mountainous country. Being virtually equivalent to 
'rugged' in such connections, this has become its dominant force, at the expense of 
its literal sense, even in Homer, so that it could be applied to 6S6s or krapirds (otherwise 
Bechtel, who here supposes the meaning 'of many turns'), (TKoiria, and in Hesiod 
to 0rj(T<Ta. Such a transition is mild compared with other known instances of the effect 
of a specific context (Breal's "contagion"), e.g. Eng. lurid, which from phrases like 
'lurid lightning,' 'lurid flame' has come, at least in popular usage, to connote some- 
thing 'vivid' ('lurid colors,' 'lurid spectacle'), far removed from the original 'pale.' 
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jSXctjSepoj, 4>^yoHS = 0XoY€p6s, y}\.ay6eis = yKajepbs, pvirSeis = pvirapos, 
xXtoeiJ* = X^i'O-P^, eiapdeis = eiapivos. 

2. Substantives. — The forms which came to be used substantively 
as technical names of the objects described are mostly designations 
of various kinds of cakes, as rvpovs (originally with apros, cf . aprov 
Tvpuvra Sophron), wXaKovs, irvpaptovs, (rr)<Tap.ods, inrvpovs, neXiTOVTra, 
olvovTTa. Names of plants are 64>t.ov(T<Ta, olvovrra, inTVOvffcra. Other 
uses are seen in irvpovs a kind of trout, Hvpdeis name of the planet 
Mars, xXaravKTroCs grove of plane trees, TrpocwTroOrTa name of a 
bronze vessel ornamented with heads of lions, etc. (Pollux 2. 48). 
Cf. also KpoKoev Aristoph. Thes. 1044 = KpoKoevra xiTwra.^ 

3. Personal names. — These are infrequent and nearly all legen- 
dary, as liivoHS an Arcadian epithet of Pan (/<?. 5. 2. 429), Stwecrcro 
an Arcadian nymph {Et. M., s.v. "Apvrj; cf. Philologus 50. 386), 
'Fo86e<T(Ta a nymph (Et. M.), Kpivbns (Schol. II. 22. 391), ^■qp.apovs 
(Phil. Bybl. fr. 1. 16. 22), and 'Knaffovs, 'Tif'ovs eponymous heroes 
of the like-named towns. 'I6ecr<ra occurs in Lucian ('Et. 5iaX. 12) 
as the name of a hetaira. 

4. Place-names. — The type was peculiarly adapted to designate 
places as characterized by certain physical features or certain 
products, and is one of the most productive sources of place-names. 
There are over 150 such names,* mascuUnes like 'Oirovs, 'ZeXt.vovs, 
feminines like S/coToOcrcra, 'EptKoO<r<ra (especially common as names 
of islands), and about a dozen which occur exclusively or usually 
in the feminine plural for groups of small islands, as HidrjKova-a-ai., 
'A-pytwovaaoLi. 

5. Variations in form. — Contraction. The adjectives as a rule 
appear only in the uncontracted form. Exceptions are \wTovvTa,

The substantives like rvpovs, TrXaKoOs, belonging to colloquial 
speech, show the normal Attic contraction (or w in the Doric 
TVpcovTo). The planet name EEupoeix was probably first used by the 
early Ionic philosophers and became fixed in its uncontracted form. 
As already noted, jueXtToetro-a Hdt. 8. 41 is only the Attic fieXiTOVTra 
put into Ionic form. 

The place-names are likewise regularly contracted in Attic, and 
the majority of them are known only in the Attic form. But for 
some forty-odd names the uncontracted forms occur, sometimes 
expressly quoted as the earlier forms, e.g. MvpiKbeis, ^aKoeaaa 
St. Byz. from Hecataeus, or in poetical quotations, e.g. SKoroeo-cra 
Paus. 7. 27. 6, T«ixi6€cro-a Ath. 320a (TtixioOo-tra in Thucydides 
and Attic inscriptions). From inscriptions we have, for example, 
$7776615 IG. 12. 9. 191 A 41 name of an Eretrian deme corresponding 
to that of the Attic deme ^riyovs, Lesb. MaXoets IG. 12. 2. 74. 5, Arc. 
HaSoecro-a BCH. 39, 55, Locr. 'Otohs SGDI. 1478, 1500, Sic. SeXtJ'6«is

Variation between (r(r and (r in the f eminines : In late times the 
feminines were frequently written with one <r, and often in the MSS 
with recessive accent, like participial forms, e.g. l^Korovaa for the 
correct SKoroCa-cra, earlier 'LKorbeffaa. Many such forms are current 
in our texts, especially in Stephanus of Byzantium^ and Pliny,^ and 
several are given only in this form in Pape, e.g. Aa4>pov(xa, Kpafi0ov(xa, 
Mvprovaa, IIoXvToSovaa, etc. As these do not attach themselves to 
any verbal forms, and as place-names of participial form are relatively 
rare (see above, p. 272), we are fully justified in reading -ouertra (in 
part with some MSS support, but that is of small account) and 
including them in our list. 

Of the nine forms listed, four occur in Homer, namely KTjwetj, 
(vpueis, KrjTUiis, tircljeij, one in Bacchylides, namely iSpdieis, while 
the others are late. The type originated in such forms as eupwew,' 
ISp&eis from evpus, iSpus which, like epws, yikus, once had forms 
without T, as actually iSpcSi, ISpu in Homer. From such forms -^eis
